It seems that, if 
we can help identify the 
abused or potentially 
abused child prior to him or 
her getting the bruises or 
the cuts that are really ob- 
vious, then we will be doing 
a better job in assisting 
these children and their 
families. 

Therefore, a checklist has

1. A child who is frequen- 
tly absent or late. Whether 
his problem is at home, at 
school, or within himself.

2. A child who arrives at 
school too early and hangs 
around after classes 
without apparent reason.

April 13, 1979 


A regular mecting of the Crawford County Road Commission held in 
their office in Grayling, Chairman Richter presiding; Present were 
Chairman Ervin Richter, Commissioners Grover Cason and Gloria 
Kraus. Manager: Charles Fox, Secretary: Lorna Bernard, Absent 
Engineer, Ron Hernke. 

The Minutes of the previous meeting were read. Gloria Kraus made a 
motion to accept tne minutes as corrected, seconded by Ervin Richter, 
All voted in favor, minutes approved. ; 

Vouchers No’s 290 for Payroll No. 8 in the amount of $21,722.01 and 
Voucher No. 29! for materials in the amount of $5,450.58 were presen- 
ted to the Board for approval. Grover Cason made a motion to approvs 
the vouchers for payment, seconded by Gloria Kraus. All voted in 
favor, vouchers accepted. 

‘Equipment bids received on April 6, 1979, were received and were 
awarded as follows: Two (2} live power hydraulic pumps and necessary 
valves. Two (2) snow plow standards. Two (2) underbody scrapers and 
one (1) Dump body and hoist to Hyde Equipment Company of 
Petoskey, for a total price of $17,127.00. One (1) ten foot hi-way do-al 
sander, to Miller Equipment Company of Grand Rapids; for a total 
price of $6,956.00. 

A discussion was held on road name signs, Federal funds are not 
available for this type of sign. Manager Fox was directed to contact 
Bernie Fowler, Supervisor of Grayling Township to determine if they

pt and/or inadequately 
dressed. If he is dressed 
inappropriately for the 
weather, if his clothing is 
dirty and torn, if he is 
habitually unwashed, if 
other children don’t like to 
sit near him because they 
think he smells bad, he is 
clearly neglected. 

4. A child who is 
hyperactive, aggressive, 
disruptive, and/or destruc- 
tive in his behavior. This 
may be in the classroom, in 
your home or in your 
neighborhood. He may be 
acting out his own hostility 
He may be acting out the 
atmosphere at home. He 
may be imitating his 
parents’ behavior. He may 
be crying out for attention 
and help. 

5. A child who is with- 
draw, shy, passive, un- 
communicative. He is 
communicating. Whether 
he is too compliant or too 
inattentive to comply at 
all, he has shrunk into his 
own internal world, a safer 
one, he thinks, than the 
rea] world. His message is 
in his passivity and silence. 

6. A child who is under- 
nourished, What is the 
reason-honest poverty, or 
uncaring parents? This is a 
very difficult one to obser- 
ve. If you do see a child 
who appears to be hungry 
all the time and not 
receiving adequate nour- 
ishment from his home, it 
certainly would be a good 
idea to contact him to 
isolate the difficulty. 

7. A child who is always 
tired and tends to fall 
asleep. Either he is not 
well, his parents are 
neglecting to regulate his 
routines, or he is simply 
unable to get to bed and to 
sleep because of family 
problems. 

When the child has an in- 
jury and his explanation 


a s hes auite 
seems ts oc quive 


unrealistic. One child told 
me he got bruises from 
fighting with his brother. 
He was an only child. Ex- 
pect the children to give 
many excuses for their in- 
juries almost always at- 
tempting to protect the one 
abusing them. 

These are just some of 
the things that we can be 
looking for when we see a 
child who appears to be ina 
situation which does. not 
seem normal. Many times 
you can just contact the 
child himself and ask him 
why he is hanging around 
the neighborhood, the 
school, or whatever. Listen 
to his answer and see if it is 
believable or whether he is 
trying to protect someone, 
If you find you cannot 
decide if the situation is 
possible neglect or abuse 
and would like someone to 
look into it, then call our 
office and we will certainly 
investigate the situation. 
Remember, if you have any 
questions on any of these 
issues, please do not 
hesitate to contact me at 
the Crawford County 
Department of Social Ser- 
vices. :

“Tf the legislators are intent on raiding 
the reserve fund, then it ought to be for a 
general, statewide benefit. It is the tax- 
payers’ money ($65 million next year) 
that’s being held for that so-called rainy 
day—why not give it back to the tax- 
payers?” 

That almost sounds like the South 
Carolina editorialist has been reading The 
Almanack. 

The problem with having money on 
hand, of course, is that you're inclined to 
spend it. They’re finding that out in 
South Carolina, and we'll find that out in 
Michigan, too, 

And outside of the primary fault of 
“rainy day funding,” which is the ex- 
ceedingly questionable idea of collecting 
taxes government really doesn’t need, the 
temptation of unwise and unnecessaty 
spending is the next biggest evil of sur- 
plus building.

Wetlands Legislation Bill 


Lansing—State Senator 
Mitch Irwin (D-Sault Ste. 
Maries) today expressed 
his opposition to Senate 
Bill 8, the wetlands 
legislation now pending 
before the Michigan Senate 

SB 3 is a measure which 
would provide for the 
preservation, management, 
-protection and use of 
wetlands, ; 

“This bill is an attempt 
by some urban legislators, 
who have abused their 
land, to force this restric- 
tive law on those areas of 
the state who have not. I 
believe protection of cer- 
tain critical wetlands is 
needed, but this bill is not 
the right way to accom- 
plish this goal,” Irwin said. 


Among Senator Irwin’s : 


major areas of disagree- 
ment with SB 3 are: 

A.) There is too much un- 
checked power delegated to 
DNR, which does not allow 
local government sufficient 
input into the process; 

B.) There is not a clear, 
concise definition of the 
many varieties of wetlands 
in existance; 

C.) There is no provision 
which mandates that an 
inventory be done in order 
to determine where wet- 
lands are located; and 

D.) There is no compen- 
sation to a property owner 
whose use of his land may 
be restricted because a 
permit was denied.

The Rush 
to Rewrite — 
Our Constitution 


By DAVID COHEN 


The Constitution is America’s basic docu- 
ment. We have a responsibility to treat it with 
care for it serves us well. It enables the majority 
to govern while it protects minorities against 
abuses of government power. It fixes responsi- 
bility with elected officials to fashion specific 
remedies that correct citizens’ major griev- 
ances. 

The move currently underway in the states 
calling for a constitutional convention to require 
a federal balanced budget has to be taken 
seriously. I worry that the care that should be 
taken in proposing constitutional amendments 
has been shunted aside. Any constitutional 
change deserves extensive public discussion 
and deliberation. 

Twenty-eight state legislatures have called 
for such a convention and research by Common 
Cause on the first twenty-one petitions shows 
how seriously flawed the process has been.- 
Instead of orderly deliberation with open 
hearings, public discussion and recorded com- 


‘mittee votes, in fact, only six states issued 


committee reports explaining the proposed 
action; only six states held public hearings; and 


- in two states no committee even considered 
the petition before the legislatures raced 


passage through. : 

Congress, state legislatures and citizens 
should be‘ convinced, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, of the necessity of an amendment rather 
than cater to the passions of the day. As Presi- 


- dent Lincoln, in speaking about ‘‘the general 


proposition of amending the Constitution,”’ 
said: : 


“‘As a general rule, I think we would much 
better let it alone. No slight occasion should 
tempt us to touch it. Better not take the first 
step, which may lead to a habit of altering

For the call- to a constitutional convention 
to get this far tells ug that our representative 
institutions have ignored people’s concerns. 
The drive is capturing a deep-seated public 
anger about government’s failure to provide 
good value for hard-earned tax dollars. It gives 
citizens the chance to vent their anger about 
paying for the costs of an ever-growing federal 
bureaucracy. : 

Elected officials had better heed the message 
that our tax dollars have to be carefully spent 
on important public needs; that unresponsive 


bureaucracies have to change their bad habits; _ 


and that waste in government has to be elimi- 
nated. But rather than rushing for simplistic 
solutions, they must do what: is expected of 
elected officials—face up to our problems. 
We’ve faced crises before without having to 
rewrite the Constitution. 

There are practical steps Congress and 
state legislatures can take that will make a real 
difference. 

Congress should follow the states’ lead in 
passing Sunset legislation which calls for the 
termination or modification of programs that 
have proved ineffective or outlived their 
usefulness. Thirty states have enacted Sunset 
legislation. 

The states should follow Congress’ lead and 
pass legislation reforming their civil service 


systems to make them more responsive to the © 


citizens they are supposed to serve. 

Congress should. consider carefully the pros 
and cons of writing economic theories into the 
Constitution. It should not rush into judgment. 
The states should do the same before calling 
for a constitutional convention.

EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS RESOLUTION 


A Resolution to establish an Emergency Preparedness Policy and 
Organization: To define the duties and responsibilities of the Director 
of the Office of Emergency Management of Essential Serviess and 
Gtiher pursunnel: To authorize the use of the material resources and 
manpower of the County in Emergency Preparedness operations: and 
to prevent, minimize, and relieve damage to persons and property. 
resulting from enemy action in any form, or natural or manmade 
disasters or emergencies, including civil disorders, industrial or nuclear 
accidents, and energy or commodity shortages. 


’ THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD RESOLVES; 


SECTION I. INTENT AND PURPOSE 

A. It is the intent add purpose of this Resolution to establish an 
organization that will insure the complete and efficient utilization of all 
the County’s facilities to combat disaster resulting from enemy attack 
or other emergencies as defined. 

B. The Crawford County Office of Management of Essential Ser- 
vices will be the coordinating agency for all activity in connection with 
Emergency Preparedness; it will be the instrument through which the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners and its appointed Director 
may exercise the authority and discharge the responsibilities vested in 
them by this Resolution and the Michigan Emergency Preparedness 
Act 390 of 1976, and/or applicable Federal programs and directives. 

C. This Resolution will not relieve any County Department of the 
forma) responsibilities or authority given to it by general law or local 
ordinance, nor will it affect the work of the American Red Cross or 
other volunteer agencies organized for relief in natural disaster. 


SECTION I. DEFENITIONS 


a. For the purpose of this Resolution, certain words used herein are 
defined as follows: ‘ 

1, Emergeney Preparedness; shall have a braad meaning and shalt 
include preparations against and relief from the effects of attack on the 
United States, or any part of the State af Michigan, or Crawford 
County, by the forces of any enemy nation or the agents thereof, It 
shall also include such activity in connection with natural and man- 
made disaster as defined herein. It shall not, however, include any ac- 
tivity that is the responsibility of the military forces of the United 
States, : 

2."Attack” shal! mean a direct assault against the United States, or 
any part of the State of Michigan, or Crawford County by the forces of 


a hostile nation or the agents thereof, including assault by bombing, 
chemical or biological warfare or sabotage. : 

3. “Natural Disaster” shall mean any condition seriously 
threatening public health, welfare, or security as a result of a severe 
fire, explosion, flood, tornado, snow, ice, windstorm, hurricane, er 
similar natural or accidental cause, and which is beyond the contral of 
public or private agencies ordinarily responsible for the control or 
relief of such conditions. ae 

4. “Manmade Disaster’ shall mean any condition seriously 
threatening public health, welfare or security, as a result of accidents in 
transportation, industry, and/or usage of nuclear or other dangerous 
materials. it shall also include emergencies resulting from civil disor- 
ders and civil disturbances. 

5. “Essential Services” shall mean the employees, equipment, and 
facilities of all County Departments, Boards, Institutions, and Com- 
missions suitable for or adaptable to any emergency, as recommended - 
by the County Director, with the approval of the Board, to participate 
in any Emergency Preparedness activity; and in addition it shall in- 
clude all volunteer personnel, equipment, and facilities contributed by 
or obtained from volunteer persons and agencies. pe : 

6. “Energy or Commodity Shortage” shall mean any shortage of 
energy or commodities endangering public health, welfare, or safety. 

7. “Volunteer"’ shall mean contributing service, equipment, or 
facilities to the Essential Services organization without remuneration 
or without 2 formal agreement or contract of hira, 

8. The “Roard" shall mean the Crawford County 
missioners. 

9. “Essential Services Volunteer” shall mean any.person duly 
registered and appointed by the Director, and assigned to participate 
in the Emergency Preparedness activity. F 

10. The “Director" shal! mean the Director of the Crawford County 
Office of Emergency Management of Essential Services, appointed as 
prescibed in this Resolution. 


SECTION IIL. 


Board of Com-, 


ORGANIZATIGN FOR EMERGENCY 
PHEPAREDNESS CREATED: 

a. The Board is hereby authorized and directed to create an 
organization for Emergency Preparedness utilizing to the fullest ex- 
tent the existing agencies within this county. 

b, The Emergency Preparedness Organization shall consist of the 
following: 

1. An Office of Emergency Management of Essential Services depar- 
tment of the County government and under the direction of the Direc- 
tor. There shall be am executive head of the Office of Emergency 
Management of Essential Sercices who shall be known as the Director 
of the Office of Emergency Management of Essential Services, and 
such assistants and other employees as are deemed necessary for the 
proper functioning of the organization. 

2. The employees, equipment, and facilities of all the County Depar- 
tments, Boards, Institutions and the Commissions suitable for, or 
adaptable to, Essential Services and designated by the Director, with 
the approval of the Board to participate in Essential Services activity. 
The duties assigned to a County Department, etc. shall be analogous to 
the normal duties of the department. 


SECTION IV. APPOINTMENT OF DIRECTOR & EMPLOYEES: 


The Board of Commissioners of Crawford County shall appoint a 
Director, who shall be a person experienced in public safety disaster 
relief work und well versed and trained in planning operations in- 
volving the activities of many different agencies, which will operate to 
protect the public health. 

The Director shall designate Deputy Directors to assume the 
emergency duties of the Director in the event of his absence or inability 
to act. The Deputy Directors shall be selected and appointed from the 
County Essential Services personnel and/or coordinators. 

The Essential Services Coordinators shall serve as follows: 

a. There shall be one such Coordinator appointed from each of the 
necessary County Departments designated by the Director, with the 
approval of the Board, to contribute the Essential Service forces. 

b. The Coordinators shall be county employees who are the heads of 
their respective departments, except in those cases where no county 
department exists. 

c. The Coordinators shall assume the duties of the Director in the or-

2, Coordinating the recruitment and training of volunteer personne] 
and agencies to augment the personnel and facilities of the County for 


Emergency Preparedness purposes. ; ; 
3. Through allie information programs educating the civilian

4. Conducting public practice alerts to insure the efficient operation 
of the Emergency Preparedness organization, and to familiarize

ee ae activity of all other public and private agencies 
engaged in any Emergency Preparedness programs, 


6. Negotiating.with owners or persons in control of buildings or other 


property for the use of sich buildings or property. for Emergency 
Preparedness poses and designating suitable buildings as public 
sheliers, : 

7, Agauming euch authority and conducting such aciivity as the 
Chairman may direct to promote and execute the Emergency 
Preparedness Plan. 


SECTION VIL. . 
COOPERATION WITH DIRECTOR & 


COMPLIANCE WITH ORDERS: 


a. All officers and employees in departments, commissions, boards, 
institutions and other agencies of the County government designated 
by the Director, with the approval of the Board, as Essential Services 
forces, shall co-operate with the Director-in the formulation of the 
Emergency Preparedness Plan, and they shall comply with the orders 
of the orders of the Director when such orders are issued pursuant to 
the provisions of this Resolution. ce 

4. Allsuch Essential Services forces shall notify the Director of Con- 
ditions in the County reaulting from enemy attack or natural o¢ man- 
made disaster, and they shall inform the Director of any conditions 
threatening to reach the proportions of a disaster as defined therein. 
Failure to notify the Director, however, shall not prevent the Director 
from exercising any authority assigned to him by this Resolution or 


delegated to him by the Board ef Commissioners. 
SECTION VIII. APPOINTMENT OF VOLUNTEERS: 


a. The director may at any time appoint or authorize the appoin- 
tment of volunteer citizens to augment the personnel of any County 
Department in time of emergency. Such volunteer citizens shall be 
enrolled as Essential Services volunteers in cooperation with the heads 
of the County Departments affected, and they shall be subject to the 
rules and regulations set forth by the Director for such volunteers, 

b. The Director may also appoint volunteer citizens ta form the per- 
sonnel of Essential Services for which the County has not a counter- 
part or to temporarily augment personnel of the County engaged in 
Essential Services activity. $ 


SECTION IX. RIGHTS OF COUNTY EMPLOYEES: 


a. County employees assigned to duty as a part of the Essential Ser- 
vices forces pursuant to the provisions of the Resolution shall retain all 
of the rights, privileges and immunities of County employees, and shall 
receive the compensation that is incidental to their employment. 


SECTION X. NO GOVERNMENTAL OR PRIVATE LIABILITY: 


a. This Resolution is an exercise by the County of its governmental 
functions for the protection of the public peace, health, and safaty, and 
neither the County or agents and representatives of the County, or any 
individual, receiver, firm, partnership, corporation, association or 
trustee, or any of the agents thereof in good faith carrying out, cam- 
plying with, or attempting to comply with any order, rule or regulation 
promulgaged pursuant to the provisions of this Resolution, shall be 
liable for any damage sustained to persons or property as a result a 
said activity. 

b. Any person owning or controlling real estate or other premises 
who voluntarily and without compensation grants the County the right 
to inspect, designate and use the whole or any part or parts of such real 
estate or premises for the purpose of sheltering persons during an ac- 
tual or impending, or threatened enemy attack, or during an authorized

SECTION V. 
EMERGENCY POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE CHAIRMAN: 


a. The Chairman of the Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
herein after referred to as ‘‘Chairman" may exercise the emergency 
power and authority os specified herein. Whenever a situation requires 
or is likely to require that the Chairman invoke such power and 
authority, he shall as soon as reasonable or expedient convene the 
Board to perform its legislation and administrative powers as the 
situation demands and shall renort. to the body relative to B: tial 
Services activities, 

nothing in this Resolution shall be construed as abridging or 
curtailing the pawers of the Board, unless specifically provided therein. 

b. Under the following circumstances the Chairman may assemble 
and utilize the essential services forces, and he may prescribe the man- 
ner and the conditions of their use: 

1. Whenever on the basis of information received fram authoritative 
sources, he feels that attack on the United States, State or County is 
impending or imminent. : 

2. During any period of attack on the United States, State or Coun- 
ty, and thereafter as long as he shall deem it necessary. 

c. During any period when attack on the United States, State or 
County is imminent or when the United States, State or County has 
been subjected to attack, the Chairman may promulgate such 
reasonable regulations 93 he deems nevessary to protect life and 
property and preserve critical resources. Such regulations may include, 
but nat be limited to, the following: : 

1, Regulations prahibiiiny er restricting the movement of vehicles in 
order to facilitate the work of the Essential Services forces, or facilitate 
the mass movement of persons from critical areas within or without the 
County. 

Regulations pertaining to the movement of persons from areas 
deemed to be hazardous or vulnerable to attack, fallout, or other 
dangers resulting from natural or manmade disaster. 

3. Regulations designed to lessen the hazard to property and citizens 
from attack, such regulations ta include blackouts, dimouts, fire 
prevention ordinances, and other measures to reduce the vulnerability 
of the County. : 

d. The Chairman may order Fssential Services forces of the Cuunty 
to the aid of other communites when required in accordances with the 
statutes of the State; and he may request the State or political sub- 
divisions of the State to send aid ta Crawford County in case of natural 
or manmade disaster, or in case of disaster resulting from an attack 
when conditions in the County are beyond the control of the local 
Essential Services forces. 

e. When obtaining formal approvels would result in delay of attack 
relief activity, the Chairman may, until the Board convenes, waive the 
procedures and formalities otherwise required pertaining to the ner- 
formance of public works, entering into contracts, the incuring of 
obligations, the employment of temporary workers, and the rental of 
equipment, the purchase and distribution of supplies, materials, and 
facilities and expenditure of existing funds. The Board is also em- 
powered to waive any such procedures and formalities. 

f, Whenever the Chairman finds that any condition in the County 
has attained, or threatens to attain, the proportions of a disaster, he 
may assemble and utilize Essential Services forces and he may 
prescribe the manner and conditions of their use. He may, when he 
deems it in the public interest, send Essential Services forces of the 
County to the aid of other communities stricken with disaster when 
such disaster is affecting the National Defense effort or is seriously af- 
fecting the health, welfare, or security of the stricken community; 
provided that after the Board convenes, the future continuance of any 
such disaster relicf and the period thereof shall be subject to the action 
of the Board. 

g. The Chairman, with the approval of the Board, may make 
regulations permitting the Director to assemble and utilize the Essen- 
tial Services forces and request the disaster relief aid as prescribed in 
sub-sections (b), (d) and (f) of this section. The Director may, with the 
approval of the Board, make regulations permitting the conduct of 
practice drills or tests of the Essential Services organization. Such 
regulations shall be filed with the Board and shail be binding upon the 
Essential Services forces when they have been approved by the 
Resolution of the Board. 

SECTION VI. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OF DIRECTOR OF THE OFFICE OF 

EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT OF ESSENTIAL SERVICES, 

a. The Director shalt be responsible for the administration, planning, 
coordination and operation of all Emergency Preparedness activity in 
the County. He shall maintain liaison with the State and Federal 
authorities and the authorities of other nearby political subdivisions, 
so as to insure the most effective operation of the Emergency 
Preparedness plan. 

b. His duties shall include but not be limited to the following: 

1, Development of plans for the immediate use of all of the facilities, 
equipment, manpower, and other resources of the County for the pur- 
pose of minimizing or preventing damage to persons or property; and 
protecting and restoring to usefulness the governmental pee and

the death or injury to any person-on or, about-such:real ‘estate or 
premises under such license privilege or other permission pr, for the loss 


‘. of or damage to the property of such person. 


SECTION XI. VIOLATION OF REGULATIONS; 
a. It shall be unlawful for any person to violate any of the provisions 


of this Resolution, or of the regulations issued pursuant to the - 


authority contained herein, or to willfully obstruct, hinder, or delay any 
member of the Emergency Preparedness organization in the enfor- 
cement of the provisions of this Resolution or any regulations issued 
thereunder. 


SECTION XII. SEVERABILITY: 


a. Should any provision of this Resolution be declared invalid for any 
reason, such declaration shall not affect the vaildity of any other 
provisions or of this Resolution as a whole, it being the intent that 
provisions shall be severable and remain valid not withstanding such 
declaration. 

b. The provisions of this Resolution are subject to amendment by the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners.

‘spring. Our state’s 14 


wineries produce every 
type of wine, including ap- 
petizer, dinner, sparkling 
and cooking wines, to rank 
Michigan sixth among 
wine producing states, ac- 
cording to the Michigan 
Department of Agri- 
culture, 

Michigan’s 15 cheese 
factories produce about 33 
million pounds of natural 
cheeses annually, with each 
variety distinctive in 
flavor, body and texture. 

There are no firm or 
definite rules in matching 
cheeses and wines. Try 
mixing and matching to 
discover new combination! 
For a perfect blend bet- 
ween cheese and wine, be 
sure neither flavor 
dominates. Light, dry 
white wines should be ser- 
ved with light cheeses that 
are delicate in flavor. 
Heavy, full-bodied wines 
should be served with 
cheeses with pronounced 
flavor. 

When preparing a tast- 
ing party, allow four to six 
ounces of cheese and a half 
of bottle of wine for each 


guest. Open red wines an 


hour before serving to 


allow them time to 
“breathe” and develop a 
full bouquet. . 
Cheese, with bread and 
crackers, helps to 
neutralize the palate bet- 
ween wines. Offering 


cheese in large portions 
permits guests’to slice the 
amount they wish, Be sure 
to provide plenty of knives 
to avoid mixing various 


shanen flavors!

When. serving wines, 
have guests sample dry 
wines first, white and red, 
then sweet wines, again 
offering white before red. 
Tasting a glass of sweet 
wine first, spoils the 
tastebuds for drier wines. 
To keep from combining 
wine flavors and aromas. 
you will need to rinse out 
each glass after each wine. 

For anticipated wine 
tastings, building a 
‘library of bottles,” a 
small wine cellar, is not a 
difficult task. A clean, dry, 
well-ventilated dark corner 
away from hot water pipes 
will do. Corking allows 
wine to continue maturing 
in the bottle. Store bottles 
horizontally so wine is im 
consiani contact with the 
cork, This prevents the 
cork from becoming too 
dry and shrinking, which 
would let air seep into the 
bottle. If air should reach 
the wine, it begins to 
oxidize, losing: its color, 
bouquet and aroma.
